Premier Golda Meir last night 
expressed Israel's sorrow at the loss 
of fe In the Libyan plane crash. 
T an official statement she an- 
mounced: “The Government of Is- 
rael expresses its deep sorrow at 
the loss of life resulting from the 
Libyan plane crash in Sinal and 
regrets that the Libyan pilot did 
not heed the repeated warnings 
which were given him in accordance 
with international procedures.” 

Later, the Government issued a 
communique following an extraordi- 
nary Cabinet session in which the 
Chief of Staff and the O.C, Air 
Force reported on the circumstances 
leading to the interception of the 
Libyan airliner over Israel military 
installations in Sinai. 

The Cabinet statement said the 
Libyan aricraft penetrated over a 
highly sensitive military area under 
Israel control, and behaved in a 
way which aroused suspicion. 

‘When the aircraft did not respond 
to repeated warnings, and to the de- 
mand to fand conveyed to 16 ac- 
cording to international aviation 
usage in notifying aircraft, the 
LAF. planes were forced as a last 
resort to Intercept the plane.

Meir voices Israel’s sorrow 


The Itim correspondent at Lod

3rd woman dies 
after fire at

troops demolished a base used by 
the P.F.L.P, which provided train- 
ing facilities for Japanese and 
Chinese terrorists. and used by the 
Front as a prison. The fourth base 
at Al-Badawi was used as a depot 
for arms and explosives, and served 
as a Fatah office. 

The attacks on all seven bases 
was tightly coordinated, and Tat- 
Aluf Shaked said that one of the 
main reasons for the Hmited op- 
position encountered and for the 
tota? success of the operation could 
be attributed ta rwo factors: surprise 
and the high standard of the sol- 
diers who took part in the raids, 

Both the paratroops and the naval 
‘commandos reached their destina- 
tions from the sea under cover of 
darkness. After landing in rubber 
dinghies the men had to reach 
their objectives by marching through 
rugged terrain. Those groups which 
reached their destinations early lay 
in waiting until all men were in 
Position, so that the entire operation 
Could be coordinated. 


7-3 MINUTES 

Individual attacks on each of the 
seven bases lasted oo longer than 
seven or eight minutes. The casualty 
rate among the terrorists was 
thought to be very high. In one 
camp in the north 13 terrorists out 
,of 14 on the base at the time were 
killed.

The ratding parties set out from 
Haifa on Tuesday afternoon and 
were brought to the landing zones 
by Saar-class missile boats, The 
160 nautical-mile journey took 
several hours.

ALLON TELLS KNESSET: 
Religious, but not political status 
for Jordan in Jerusalem

Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 

Deputy Premier Yigal Allon as- 
sured the Knesset yesterday that 
ueither he nor enybody else in 
the Cabinet had ever cast the 
slightest shadow of doubt on Israel's 
sovereignty over every nook and 
cranny of united Jerusalem. 

He was replying to a motion for 
the agenda by Gahal leader Mena- 
hem Begin about ‘his reported state- 
ments on the Moslem holy places 
tin Jerusalem — which the Deputy 
Premier’s bureau had promptly de- 
nied. The statements, as featured 
this month in one Tel Aviv paper, 
had it that Mr. Allon favoured 
Jordanian sovereignty over the 
Temple Mount, in a future settle- 
ment. 

Mr. Begin's motion was defeated 
by 36 coalition votes against 21 
from Gahal and the Free Centre. 
There were four abstentions from 
Aguda, Poalei Aguda and Ha’olam 
Hazeh. 

‘When peace comes, Mr. Allon said, 
a religious solution will have to be 
found for the Moslem holy places 
in Jerusalem. Jordan held East Je- 
rusalem --- by token of aggression, 
and not through international jaw 
or historic rights — but since Is- 
rael took East Jerusalem from Jor- 
dan it is only natural that Israel 
will have to seek a solution to the 
problem of the Moslem holy places 
through Jordan. 


SOLE SOLUTION 

Mr. Allon recalled that in hts re- 
cent political talks in Washington 
he explained that the sole solution 
he sought for Arab or Moslem 
claims to Jerusalem was a religious 
solution. When Premier Golda Meir 
gave a press conference in Rome 
after her Vatican meeting, he said, 
she also insisted that Israel would 
be happy to let the various faitha 
manage their own holy places. 

Anyone seeking to solve the 

lem of Jerusalem without per- 
manent legal safeguards for the 
various faiths was making a grave 
political error which could well 
harm Israel's own status in Jeru- 
salem, inatead of enhanclog lt. 

Mr. Allon wondered why Mr. Begia 
had raised no queries during the 
past five or six years, when other 
Cabinet ministers made similar and 
even more far-reaching statementa. 

He hit back hard at Mr. Begin 
for having suggested a relatively 
minimalist version of Jerusalem's 
municipal boundaries in 1967, com- 
pared to what Mr. Allons had sug- 
gested. He also asked why Mr. 
Begin had not resigued from the 
Government, on three occasions, 
when it decided to use force to ex- 
pel Jewish would-be settlers from 
various parts of the West Bank. 

Mr. Allon said in a reproachful 
tone that Mr. Begin ought not to 


doubt the veracity of his bureau's 
Genial, and assured Mr. that 
he (Mr. Allon} would never have 
treated the Gahal leader that way. 

For patriotic reasons, Mr. Begin 
should never have doubted the stand 
of a Cabinet member with regard 
to Jerusalem and the statuses of 
the various faiths there. This was 
a@ cheap political argument, even 
at election time, he rebuked. 

Mr. Allon said that if any of 
the newspapermen he spoke to were 
under an impreasion that he would 
give Jordan political sovereignty, 
they had evidently understood just 
the opposite of what he had said 
to them. 

Never in history have the holy 
places in Jerusalem been as open 
and as secure ag during Israel's 
rule over them, Mr. Alon said. 
Tolerance towards other faiths is 
8 laudable Jewish trait, he said. 

Mr. Allon said he had never sug- 
gested that the Jordanian flag be 
fiown on the Temple Mount after 
peace came. But if, after peace, 
Israel did suggest giving Jordan a 
religious — and not a political — 
status, this would not reduce Is- 
raeli sovereignty over the Temple 
Mount, or any other holy place in 
Jerusalem. 

Mr. Begin said press reports of 
Deputy Premier Aljon’s conversation 
with the four newspapermen came 
at a time when Israeli politicians 
were competing with each to make 
ever greater concessions, 

Histadrut Secretary-General Yitz- 
hak Ben-Aharon had aiso joined in 
this race to reward the Arab enemy, 
he said.

Bombs destroy 
U.S. servicemen’s

Soviets return 
secret papers on 


manoeuvres 
to Bona 
BONN iAP). — Chancellor Willy 


Brandt's Government yesterday 
clamped strict. security wraps on a 
major scandal involving the leak of 
secret papers, on the Wintex 1973 
Nato winter manoeuvres to the 
Soviet Embassy in Bonn. 

Chief Government spokesman 
Ruediger von Wechmar told a news 
conference the affair is being in- 
vestigated by the Federal Attorney- 
General's Office in Karlsruhe and 
refused to comment any further. 

A spokesman in Karlsruhe said 
no official comment is expected to 
be made before the end of the week. 

Newspaper reports and ipformed 
sources yesterday said the Soviet 
Embassy in Bonn received secret 
documents on Wintex 1973 from an 
unknown source. 

The Embassy completely returned 
the material ‘to the Bonn Foreign 
Ministry on February 9, presumably 
after carefully scrutinizing it. 

While the West German Defence, 
Foreign and Interior Ministries con- 
tributed to the mystery by denying 
any of their officials were respon- 
sible for the leak, Government as 
well as diplomatic sources were un- 
able or unwilling ‘to say how serious 
the security mishap could be.

Five hurt as 
quake rocks 
S. California 


LOS ANGELES (AP), — A fairly 


gtrong earthquake shook Southern 
California early yesterday, damaging 
buildings near its centre in the 
coastal town of Oxnard and shatter- 
ing windows and causing skyscrapers 
to sway 80 kms. south in downtown 


Los Angeles. 


Five persons were reported to 
have sustained minor injuries in the 


Oxnard area. One man was injured 


when he fell kaving a church end 


another was hit by flying glass, 


authorities sald. The quake 
started fires in the Oxnard area. 
There were no reports of injuries 
or heavy damage in other areas. 
Services such as electricity, gas, 
water and telephone were not dis- 
rupted. Thousands of residents were 


jolted awake by the quake, and 


police and fire stations reported 
receiving calls from frightened 
people. 

The quake was rated at 5.5 on the 
Richter scale by the seismological 
laboratory of the California Institute 
of Technology in Pasadena, A major 
quake lg rated at 6 or more. 

Oxnard police said plate glass 
windows along “miles of the business 
district” were shattered and the 
roof of one business building par- 
thaly caved in. Bricks were knocked 
loose from several buildings. The 
city’s main street was cordoned off 
by police. 

The quake came a Hittle more 
than two years after the February 
9, 1971, quake that hit the San 
Fernando Valley suburban area of 
Los Angeles, killing 64 persons, in- 
juring more than 1,000 and causing 
damage estimated at $100,000,000. 
That quake was rated at 6.6 on the 
Richter scale. 

The latest quake, which occurred 
at 6.46 am., was reported to have 
been centred in the Santa Barbara 
channel off Oxnard. 

The tremor was felt ag a rolling 
motion in most areas from Arroyo 
Grande to the north to San Diego 
on the south.

Fish paste 
᾿ te cure 
ulcers. 


VANCOUVER, CANADA (AP).— 
Russians are using a spe- 
cial fish paste to. successfully 
treat some commton diseases such 28 
stomach ulcers and a form of ar 
terlosclerosis. 

The paste is made from 8 shrimp- 
Mike fish called Krill which is 
primarily. found in the Anfarctle. 

The Russians’ successes with Krill 
were reported here last week to a 
technical conference on Fishery 
Management and Development. 

In a paper, the Russian scientists 
said they hed found ‘several dif- 
ferent ways of using Krill for 
human consumption. ‘and a bonus 
was the discovery that Krill paste 
head @ beneficial effect when used 
in the diet of some patients suf- 
fering from stomach’ ulcers and 
atherosclerosis, a form, of arterio- 
Sclerosis. 

“For example, the healing affect 
of the paste on ulcers of the sto~ 
mach was reflected by a 80 per 
cent increase in the number of pa~ 
tients cured by therapeutic means 
without recourse tO surgery,” said 
scientists Τα. Lyubimova, AG. 
Naumoy and ἢ. Lagunoy.

HOUGH not suspecting that this 
would be Karu's Jast encounter 
with a néwspaperman, he and [

achievement in his career, and he 
spoke with pride. ‘he three years 
after I took over in i967 were 
tough.

“In general the atmosphere was 
favourable to a certain ‘largesse’ 
during the early 19608," Karu re- 
flected.

“Cut overheads and we went hack 
to just building.” First, new finance 
had to be suppifed. 

The deficit had eaten up ali Rass- 
co's IL42m. capital, jeaving a nega- 
tive balance of ILé66m. The Jewish 
Agency bought IL20m. of shares for 
IL70m. ‘This covered the remaining 
joss, but left us with zero capital,” 
he pointed out. 

“We reduced the administrative 
staff by half. We closed down 35 or 
40 subsidiaries and sold most of the 
rest.” 

Which did he sell? Rassco Planta- 
tions, Tapuzan ‘processed fruit), the 
Avia Hotel, Shimshon Cement, Glovis 
Weatherwear), Gam Textiles, quar- 
rieg, a diamond workshop in Ashdod, 
a building materials company, a 
cinema and others, 


SECURITIES 


There was 8 prodvlem with the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion in the U.S., who discovered — 
six months after Karu became head 
— that some of Rassco's securities 
had been sold previously in Amer- 
ica not in accordance with the reg- 
ulations. The Jewish cy made 
ap offer of recision (buy-back) for 
Yong-term dollar debentures. A good 
many bondholders forbore to take 
up this option. 

Their confidence was not mis- 
Placed, though Rassco took time to 
get out of the red. In 1969, Rassco 
lost another IL5m, Karu had a crip- 
pling debt to service. So he used 
all resources — sale of assets, excess 
of income over ὁ: diture — to 
retire the debt. By 1970, the books 
showed a surplus of IL2m.; in 1971, 
1L5.3m.; last year IL9.7m. (after 
paying ILgm, of interest). “And we 


hope the profit will be no less this 
year,” he predicted. 

His explanation: “We were lucky. 
Eoom conditions have helped us out. 
We scarcely needed working capital 
for house construction buyers 
financed it. In March of last year 
we had accumulated IL12.5m. of own 
capital, and by next March we hope 
to bring the figure up to IL20m, 

“Turnover (from all sources) fell 
by half; but we are constructing 
more i than ever before." 

One should include Rassco's ope- 
rations in Persia. His predecessor 
had made contracts there, and, 
“We decided to fulfl them.” They 
erected the Intercontinental Hotel 
in Teheran, and are at work (with 
2 local partner) on a building for 
the Posts and Telecommunications 
Ministry — the latter a project of 
close to $20m. All he would say 
is that the return {s satisfactory, 
and they are starting two more 
Projects in that country. 


“Today we make 2,500 flats a 
year in Israel, constituting 2 turn- 
over of more than IL200m. We 
get an additional 1.40m-50m. of 
work from contracting jobs for 
others, such as the defence autho- 
rities and the universities.” 

“What do you think about the 
Jewish Agency's decision to sell off 
Ragsco?" I asked. 


Putting Rassco on its feet 


He chose his words carefully: 
“Rassco is the secord biggest con- 
tracting company in Israel after 
Solel Boneh. It ts the third largest 
housing company after the Hts- 
tadrut’s Shikun Ovdim and the 
Housing Ministry's Shikun Ve'Pi- 
tuach. We employ close to 4,000 
staff, not including those in Per- 
sta. 


GOOD COMPANY 


“It's a good company, worth to- 
day Id say, something like 
Tul00m. It's got 2 job to do. 
Many bargain-hunters would like to 
get their hands on it. Some are 
ready to pay the price, but in 
tustalments, they suggest — over 
30 years at five per cent interest.” 

Rassco has experience with this 
kind of arrangement: “Prices have 
risen since the State was created 
by an average of seven to eight per 
cent a year, so five per cent is a nega- 
tive return.” In real terms, the 
seller would be paying interest to 
the buyer, instead of the other 
way round Israel Karu did not 
believe that the enterprise to which 
he had devoted his best efforts 
should be disposed of so cheaply. 

His last words on the subject 
were: ‘The Agency should 5861 
Rasseo, yes. 

“But rather not sel] it, than give 
τὸ away.” 


24 Israel handicraft firms 
exhibiting at Frankfurt fair

Representatives of 24 Israel handi- 
crafts firms — manufacturers and 
manufecturers' agents — leave for 
Germany this week to take part 
in the Frankfurt International Fair. 
This is the seventh time Israelis are 
participating. 

Yitzhak Arazi, Director of the 
Arts and Crafts Department at 
the Ministry of Commerce and In- 
dustry, will be in charge of the Is- 
Yael pavilion, which takes up 320 
Square metres in the international 
‘non-German) exhibition hall. 

He told The Post there has been 
a “big improvement" in the quality 
of Israel's handicrafts in recent 
years, at the insistence of the Min- 


istry. "For a country such as Is- 
rael.” Mr. Arazi said, “handicrafts 
are an important export because 
of their very high added value. 
It is the design we are selling 
rather than the material of which 
the article is made.” 


Exports of handicrafts have 

wo in recent years — from 
$L.9m. in 1969, to $2.8m. in 1971, ta 
$3.1m. in the first 11 months of 
1972.

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir,—I believe your greatest dan- 
ger does not 116 with the Arab coun- 
tries, but rather on your streets and 
highways. Your citizens who sit be- 
hind the wheels of automobiles, trucks 
‘and ‘buses are a menace to the 
safety of the lives you fight to pre- 
serve in ihe U.N. and on your bor- 
ders. In one day, or ony day during 
my two-month stay in Netanya, I 
saw atrocities committed by your 5ο- 
called licensed drivers that would 
bring arrest and convictions in the 
United States— plus penalties such 
as losing the right to drive for six 
Months to a year, 

Here are some of the flagrant 
abuses of auto safety that I wit- 
nessed in one day's driving: 


1 saw a bus driver wantonly for 


drive through a small herd of 
cattle crossing the road quickly, He 


hit a calf and killed it. The man deen 


leading the herd vainly hit at the 
side of the bus with a branch he 
wag carrying. 

I saw the driver of a car with 
Hicence no, 758-270 drive at 100 kms. 
close to the rear of the car he wag 
following, which was going 90 kms. 
(the maximum speed posted), honk 
hts born madly, then swerve to 
the right lane in his frenzy to pass 


and then swerve back to ‘the left ] 


lane, just escaping hitting a bus in 
the right lane plus the front of the 
car in the left- lane that he had 
been honking at. If that car hadn't 
alertly braked, there would have 
been a fatal collision. 

I saw a bus passing another bus 
on a blind curve on a two-lane two- 
direction road. 

I saw a woman driver pass an- 
other car on a curve and watched 
her stay in the left lane of the 
same two-lane two-direction road 
until she was forced to return to 
the right by an oncoming car. 

I saw dozens of cars passing other 
cars on city streets — too narrow 
for passing and always at unlawful 
speed and always with horn honk- 


ing madly to signal the great frust- 
ration at being delayed by a car 
going at normal speed, 

I read in your newspaper daily 
accounts of people killed. How many 
are injured seriously and how many 
cars are smashed to bits? 

I suggest that you start patroil- 
ling your highways and cut down on
